BUT  THE  railroads  announced 
they  were  imposing  a freight 
enbargo  at  12:01  a.m.  Friday 
in  anticipation  a strike  will  be 
called  by  the  rail  unions. 

Wirtz  met  for  more  than  an 
hour  with  representatives  of  the 
five  railway  unions  who  have 
threatened  a walkout  if  the  rail- 
roads* imix)se  their  controversial 
new  work  rules  at  the  12:01  a.m. 

He  then  hud- 
dled with  management  represent- 
atives at  a separate  session. 

IN  BETWEEN  THE  meetings, 
Wirtz  told  newsmen  that  it  was 
“impossible  to  measure”  any  pro- 
gress toward  averting  the  show- 
down. But  he  commented:  “They 
want  it  very  badly.” 

On  Capitol  Hill,  Sen.  Wayne 
Morse,  D-Ore.,  api>ealed  to  both 
sides  to  settle  their  differences 
and  prevent  their  prolonged  dis- 
pute from  being  subject  to 
“the  cauldron  of  legislative  pol- 
itics.” 

LAST  SESSION,  Congress, 
confronted  by  a similar  threat 
of  a coast-to-coast  tie-up,  enacted 
the  first  peacetime  compulsory 
arbitration  law  but  the  legisla- 
tion expired  Feb.  5. 

Morse  said  both  the  unions 
and  management  should  try  to 
work  out  a fair  solution  to  their 
dispute  on  a voluntary  basis.  Ha 
recalled  his  opposition  to  the 
arbitration  bill  but  added  that  if 
the  unions  and  carriers  “pull 
down  the  transportation  system 
. . . Congress  will  resort  to  legis- 
lation.”

was  not  polished  enough,  and  it 
was  too  symbolic  and  abstract 
for  the  mass  BYU  studentbody 
to  understand. 

After  a great  deal  of  money 
had  been  spent  on  the  skit,  after 
much  time  and  labor  had  been 
expended,  the  Vice-Pi'esident  of 
Culture,  who  had  previewed  and 
approved  the  script  and  had  seen 
a rehersal  several  days  earlier, 
unjustifiably  cancelled  the  skit 
only  twelve  hours  before  final 
production  time  in  order  to  give 
the  assembly  over  to  campaign 
speeches. 

This  act  .was  a good  under- 
estimation of  the  intelligence  of 
the  studentbody  and  a sancti- 
monious sweep  of  the  Culture4 
Committee’s  hand  of  injustice. 

The  skit  was  a symbolic  repre- 
sentation of  the  parallel  that 
exists  between  the  rise  and  fall 
of  the  Nephite  nation  and  the 
rise  and  predicted  destiny  of  the 
United  States,  based  upon  Toyn- 
bee’s Cycle  of  Nations.  However, 
according  to  the  Culture  Com- 
mittee, the  story  would  appeal 
only  to  deep  thinkers  and,  there- 
fore, would  leave  the  mass  stu- 
dentbody unhappy  because  they 
had  not  been  entertained. 

Because  of  the  lackadaisical 
nature  of  student  government, 
the  Culture  Office  failed  to  noti- 
fy any  of  the  directors  of  the 
skit  about  the  rqles  and  regula- 
tions regarding  it  until  it  was  far 
too  late.

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Election  Hinges  On  20%  Undecided 


An  unusually  large  ^number  of  undecifled 
voters  was  uncovered  in  a scientific  survey 
of  student  opinion  conducted  during  the  two 
days  prior  to  the  \ oting  in  studentbody  elec- 
tions. . , 

According  to  the  poll,  which  was  com- 
pleted Wednesday  night  and  tabulated  on 
•Thuvsday,  20.4  percent  of  the  students  who 
planned  to  vote  had  not  made  a decision  in 
the  pi’esidential  race  between  Bruce  L.  Ol- 
sen and  Don  Pearson. 

Of  those  who  planned  to  vote  in  the  finals, 
44.4  percent  indicated  a preference  for  Olsen. 
Candidate  Pearson  drew  support  from  35.2 
percent  of  the  probable  voters. 

The  study  was  designed  and  executed 
under  the  direction  of  graduate  students  en- 
rolled in  a Communications  Department 
course  dealing  with  public  opinion  and  propa- 
ganda. It  was  the  intention  of  class  members 
to  test  the  ability  of  a small,  representative 
sample  to  mirror  the  actual  results  of  a stu- 
dent election. 

For  many  years  now  the  professional  pol- 
lers' have  been  forecasting,  vfith  amazing 
accuracy,  the  vote  in  national  elections. 
There  have  been  occasional  slips,  however, 
and  despite  the  relative  good  batting  aver- 
age of  Gallup,  Pvoper,  Harris  and  others 
there  has  been  a great  deal  of  articulate  crit- 
icism of  both  the  methods  and  morality  of 


th^  polls. 

One  of  the  recurring  questions  raise 
critics  and  advocates  alike  has  been  the"^’ 
feet  of  a pre-election  poll  on  the  electiom 
selfr  l| 

This  study  of  the  BYU  election  does| 
answer  the  question,  but  it  does  hope  to^ 
gest  whether  student  opinion  can  be  aq 
ately  measured  with  a small  sample.  Ur 
tunately,  the  surprising  number  of  undo 
voters  may  play  havoc  with  eventual 
parions  of  the  poll  results  with  election’ 
suits.  U 

Information  presented  in  this  article  j ^ • 
gathered  from  259  students  who  were  in  : 
viewed  by  telephone.  Names  of  those  to  l>€  r. 
terviewed  were  selected  at  random  from  i f 
master  tape  of  student  names  maintained

In  the  primary  election,  Candidate  Pe 
son  drew  24.1  percent  of  the  vote  compai.

had  voted  for  Pearson  and  33.1  percent  1:

No  Truth  In  Charge

Jim  Lucas,  correspondent  for 
the  ^cripps  - Howard  Newspa- 
pers, said  the  general  had  made 
the  “betrayal”  charge  in  a 1954 
interview.

THE  DATES  of  British  perfidy  I 
alleged  by  the  late  Korean  com- 1 
mander  - 1950  and  1951  - coin- 1 
cides  with  years  in  which  Don- 
ald MacLean,  Guy  Burgess  and 
Harold  Philby  all  held  sensitive 
posts  in  the  British  Foreign  Of- 
fice and  diplomatic  service. 

MacLean  and  Burgess  defect- 
ed to  Russia  in  1951  and  were 
later  unmasked  as  Communist  j 
agents.  Philby  was  dismissed  j 
from  his  post  the  same  year,  I 
fled  to  Russia  in  1963,  and  has  j 
since  been  named  “the  third  man”  j 
in  the  MacLean-Burgess  ring. 

MacArthur  accused  Britian  in 
separate  1954  interviews  of  giv- 
) ing  his  war  plans  to  the  Chi- 
neses enemy  and  said  they  were 
abetted  in  doing  so  by  “fools” 
and  “Anglo  - Saxonphiles” ' in 
Washington.  A report  of  these 
interviews  with  Jim  Lucas  of 
Scripps  - Howard  Newspapers 
and  Bob  Considine  of  Hearst 
Headline  Service  was  kept  se- 
cret until  Wednesday.
